Seperate Armed Units | 
For UNO Duty Studied 


Although the Senate apparently is in- 
clined to favor two separate and distinct 
Armies, Navies and Air Forces for the 
United States, one for national defense 
and the other for United Nations suppres- 
sion of aggression, it is not likely that the 
House of Representatives will agree, nor 
that the President and the War and Navy 
Departments would favor it. In the forth- 
coming message to Congress in which he 
will favor the merger of the Services, the 
President is expected to disclose his views 
as to the manner in which we will main- 
tain our post-war defense and provide for 
our commitment under the Charter of the 
UNO. That view at this juncture seems 
to contemplate designation of certain con- 
tingents, particularly Air, for execution 
of the Security Council's orders. Joint 
studies are underway which are expected 
to determine the status and responsibili- 
ties of such contingents, and the manner 
in which they will cooperate with the 
contributions made by our Allies. 

Suggestions regarding implementation 
of our participation in the United Nations 
Organization, appeared in the debate in 
the Senate this week on the bill fixing 
the powers of the President and our rep- 
resentative on the Security Council. Sen- 
ator Vandenberg pointed out that the 
Charter of the Organization “differenti- 
ates and discriminates between two types 
of forces,—on the one hand a foree which 
is contracted by the membership for a 
specific purpose, and on the other hand 
a subsequent foree which is not con- 
tracted. Why in the Charter did we pro- 
vide for a contract force unless we in- 
tended that that particular contingent 
should be handled differently from the 
general armed forces of the Nation? It

Navy’s Security Plan 

Repeating its opposition to the Army’s 

plan for unification, the Navy Depart- 

| ment on 28 Nov. issued a policy plan 

| which it stated more sharply defined its 

own attitude and offering a broad founda- 
tion for national security. 

The proposal was released at a press 
conference by Secretary James Forrestal 
who declared it was drafted in an effort 
to convince the public that the Navy’s 
viewpoint was positive, not negative. 

Complete text of the Navy’s statement 
on National Security is as follows: 

We were victorious in this war thanks to 
this democracy’s great outpouring of na 
tional power. Nonetheless, the Navy Depart 
ment has recognized the following deficiencies 
in the national security organization as of the 


end of the war: 
| 1. Our foreign policy and military policy 
had not been closely integrated, although 


progress was being made through the State

2. Our strategic planning and 
were excellent, although delays were at times

| Name Boards to Study 
| Revision of Service Pay 


Looking toward increases in base pay 
which will affect every one in the armed 
services, a new Joint Army and Navy 
Board has been established which will on 
3 Jan. make a report to Congress com- 
paring civilian wages with those of the 
armed forces. 

The new board was established at the 
request of the Senate, which following de- 
feat of efforts to set $125 a month as the 
maximum flight pay that any officer of 
the armed forces could draw instructed 
the Secretaries of War and Navy to re- 
study the entire service pay situation and 
submit joint recommendations by the 3 
Jan. date. 

The Board takes over the proceedings 
started by the Joint Army and Navy Per- 
sonnel Board, which submitted a prior 
report, concurred in by both the Army 
and Navy asking a 15 per cent increase 
in base pay. It is believed by many that 
ultimately base pay will be increased 
with a range calling for a 15 per cent 
minimum and a 20 per cent maximum 
or ceiling. 

The question of retirement pay is also 
under consideration, but not by the new 
Board. This phase of the question is be- 
ing handled by another Board which is 
expected to submit its findings to Con- 
gress at approximately the same time as 
the new group. 

Personnel acting on the Board for the 
Army include, Lt. Gen. Wade H. Haislip, 
heading the Army group; Col. R. F. 
Akers, Lt. Col. Julian H. Bowman, Lt. 
Col. Clyde H. Quillen, all of General Staff 
G-1: Brig. Gen. Robert W. Burns, Army 
Air Forces, Col. J. R. Francis, Ground 
Forces and Lt. Col. K. A. McCrimmon, 
Army Service Forces. 

Rear Admiral Robert B. Carney heads 
the Navy group and those serving with 
him include: Rear Admiral H. C. Hop- 
wood, Capt. C. J. Cater, Capt. J. H. 
Nevins, jr., and Capt. W. G. Cooper all of 
the Bureau of Personnel. In addition are 
Capt. E. E. Woods, Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s office, and Rear Admiral Edward 
McDonald and Captain P. P. Brown, 
Commander Jacob Rosenberg will rep- 
resent the Coast Guard and Maj. Thomas 
Chandler, will represent the Marine 
Corps. 

Aecording to several of the Board mem- 
bers there is complete agreement that 
some readjustment of Service pay should 
be made. It was pointed out that now, 
since the Congress has under discussion 
legislation looking toward increase in 
civilian pay the time for action is more 
than apropos, since the survey which the 
new board is now working upon will 
cover a detailed comparison of increases 
in both civilian pay and service pay from 
1908 up to the present time. 

Certain to be included in the study is 
the question of extra pay for personnel 
assigned to flying, parachute, glider, and 
submarine duty. It was a move to limit 
flight pay that activated the Senate to 
order the restudy. It is entirely possible 
that a single, uniform basis may be 
worked out for all duty involving extra 
hazards.

Universal Military Training 

Secretary of the Navy James Forrestal, 
testifying before the House Military Com- 
mittee this week on the subject of uni- 
versal military training, stated that while 
he does not believe there is any danger 
of the United States being involved in 
war in the near future, “I do not want 
the United States to go to bed so soon. 
The surest way to bring on a third World 
War is to let the nations see we have 
gone to sleep.” 

In going on record in favor of universal 
training of youths of 1S for one year, Sec- 
retary Forrestal confined himself to some 
general propositions, accepting as his own 
favoring arguments put forward by the 
President and by Secretary of War Pat- 
terson. Referring to the fact that belief 
in our national abhorrence of war led 
enemy nations to start the recent war, be- 
lieving we would not enter it, the Secre- 
tary said that the world must now know 
that, in spite of hatred of war, the United 
States is ready to wage war against any 
nation that tries to rule by force rather 
than by law and justice. In reply to those 
who ask what nation we are preparing 
to fight, the Secretary said, “We are go- 
ing to fight any international ruffian who 
attempts to impose his will on the world 
by force.” 

Urging that universal military training 
should be tested, Secretary Forrestal ex- 
pressed the conviction that until it is tried 
“all of the arguments pro and con on 
this very moot question will remain un- 
resolved. The only way we can find out 
whether it is desirable is to test it.” He 
added that if it proves undesirable the 
law can be repealed. 

Disagreeing from those who claim that 
the plan conflicts with the United Na- 
tions Organization, Secretary Forrestal 
said that the contrary would be true, 
for “I believe that America’s readiness 
to accept her responsibilities in under- 
writing the peace of the world will be the 
surest guaranty of maintaining peace.” 
Continuing, the Secretary stated, “Peace 
without the means to enforce it must re- 
main a dream. International agreements, 
treaties, documents of world order, it 
seems to me, are empty and meaningless 
unless this country is ready to back them 
up.” 

In response to questioning by commit- 
tee members, Secretary Forrestal said 
that training covering less than a year 
would be useless for the purposes of the 
Navy. 

Questioned about the expected enst of 
earrying out the training plan, the Secre- 
tary stated it as his belief that it “would 
be the wisest economy” and that he would 
favor sacrificing enough of the Navy ap- 
propriation to make the experiment pos- 
sible. “We should make the experiment 
now before people forget and become in- 
different.” 

Representing the 52 land-grant col- 
leges of the United States. Dr. Frank IL. 
Ebersole, president of North Dakota Agri- 
cultural College, stated that the presi- 
dents of the colleges referred to had ap- 
proved a resolution of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the group recommending that 
the probab'e defense needs of the coun- 
try be explored by an impartial commis- 
sion. Until such a report is received, he 
said, a stand would not be taken. 

Lt. Gen. William §S. Knudsen, Ret., 
former War Department Director of Pro- 
duction, spoke vigorously in favor of the 
proposed legislation. Urging that. as the 
trend in the United States has been to do 











away with the adolescent period in the 
experience of young men and to hasten 
the mating period, with the result that 
they have no trade on which to depend 
for 2 living, the plan of carrying out uni- 
versal military training would put them 
back into adolescence and into the period 
of “learning to take things apart and put- 
ting them together.” 

The proposed plan, said General Knud- 
sen, wi!l teach young men how to handle 
themselves, and will make them more 
democratic and more patriotic. Asserting, 
in answer to questioning, that another 
war would be mechanical in nature, the 
General said that the mechanical trend 
of military life makes it necessary for 
young men to learn how to handle mod- 
ern weapons. It would, said he, “be good 
insurance for boys to learn mechanical 
devices early.” 

Asked whether he could see any danger 
of the country becoming militaristic as a 
result of the proposed legislation, Gen- 
eral Knudsen said: “I don’t think so. 
Anyone who might try to set up a dicta- 
torship here would find a different issue. 
They (the country) would not stand for 
anything but democracy.” 

Asked whether he thought the training 
would hurt the morals of the young men, 
General Knudsen said there would be “no 
threat to the youth with proper super- 
vision. There would be the same percen- 
tage of falling by the wayside morally in 
civilian life.” He took sharp issue with a 
soston prelate on the subject of the moral 
effects of the training plan, and said, 
“vou cannot better people by edict—it 
must be by teaching.” 

Asked whether he was of the opinion 
that the United States must be prepared 
for a third World War, General Knud- 
sen said that, “whatever good the United 
Nations Organization accomplishes, an- 
other war cannot be averted. I cannot 
state the time when it will occur.” Asked 
for an opinion as to whether a small 
trained army with large reserves, or a 
large professional army would give great- 
er protection, General Knudsen gave the 
small trained army with adequate re- 
serves his stamp of approval, and agreed 
that the purpose of the legislation is to 
prevent war. 

Continuing, General Knudsen said, “I 
believe the United States should get ready 
to defend itself. I wou!d not give a gun 
to another nation but I would give bread. 
If we guess wrong it will cost more. I 
do not know whether a diplomatic ar- 
rangement would be valid. That is hypo- 
thetical.” 

Mr. S. Stanwood Mencken, President 
and founder of the National Security 
League, formed after the first World War 
and composed of prominent American cit- 
izens, stated that, as we cannot expect 
other nations to live up to our ideals, the 
vniversal military training plan wou'd be 
good insurance. Favoring military serv- 
ice rather than military training, Mr. 
Mencken said, “we take patriotic vaca- 
tions and then depend on Providence to 
see us through.” 

Claiming that the proposed p'an “would 
train men in the art of private murder,” 
Miss Dorothy Detzer. Secretary of the 
Women’s International League for Peace 
and Freedom, argued against the proposal 
as heing against the object of article § 
of the World Charter which proposes abo- 
lition of armament. Calling attention to 
the fact that former President Roosevelt, 
although having so much to do with the 
formation of the World Charter, had sug- 








gested the universal military training 
plan, Representative Johnson, a member 
ef the committee, drew the retort from 
Miss Detzer that “Roosevelt was fuzzy 
in his thinking, sometimes.” In conc'u- 
sion, she declared, “I would not consider 
universal military training under any cir- 
cumstances—I should regard it as the 
last vestige of slavery.” 

Mr. Donald DuShane, Secretary of the 
National Commission for the Defense of 
Democracy Through Edueation, testified 
in opposing the proposed legislation. 

Testifying in connection with the pro- 
posed legislation, Dr. James B. Conant, 
President of Harvard University, and 
representing the presidents of 34 colleges 
and universities, suggested as an alterna- 
tive to universal military training, (1) 
the “extension of existing selective serv- 
ice on a year to year basis with an amend- 
ment limiting the period of military serv- 
ice of draftees to 15 months”; (2) “The 
vigorous promotion of a new program of 
voluntary enlistment in the Army with 
special emphasis on adequate pay, attrac- 
tive retirement options, and opportuni- 
ties for vocational and other training’: 
(3) “The appointment of a special na- 
tional defense commission which should 
study in detail the problems of national 
defense” and provide a comprehensive 
plan for our future military establish- 
ments, including all related matters. The 
commission would represent “military, 
diplomatic, legislative, industrial, scien- 
tific, and educational establishments.” 
(4) “The postponment of a decision on 
universal military training’ until the 
commission makes its study and renders 
its report. 

Speaking for the National Association 
of Secondary-School Principals, Dr. Paul 
Ee. Flicker, Executive Secretary, and a 
member of the Legislative Committee of 
that group of about 10,000, stated that 
they “do not believe that a continuous 
year of peacetime military training—will 
give us the national security we all want,” 
and that the plan should not be adopted 
“before the conditions of world peace are 
known and established.” 

In opposition to the proposed plan were 
Mrs. D. Leigh Colvin, president of the 
National Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union, and Miss Elizabeth A. Smart, a 
Director of that organization, who argued 
along the line of the degrading influence 
of military life on the morals of youth, 
and agreed that their organization “is 
unalterably opposed to the principle of 
peacetime conscription of men, women, 
or youth for any purpose whatsoever.” 

Yesterday Miss Virginia Gildersleeve, 
Dean of Barnard College, Columbia 
University, testified hefore the committee 
that she has “reluctantly” come to the 
conclusion that universal military train- 
ing is necessary.

Navy Forced Retirement 

The Senate has passed S. 1405, the leg- 
islation that provides for the appoint- 
ment of boards to consider and recom- 
mend for retirement officers of the Regu- 
lar Navy serving in all grades below vice 
admiral and officers of the Regular Ma- 
rine Corps of the ranks of major general 
and below. The purpose of the bill is to 
speed retirements so as to hasten promo- 
tion of younger officers. The retirement 
age is reduced by it from 64 to 62 

The bill also provides that enlisted men 
of the Fleet Reserve and retired enlisted 
men who served in commissioned grades 
temporarily during the war shall have 
the highest rank or rating held during 
the war on their release to inactive duty.

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Pearl Harbor Inquiry

Until Thursday, when Maj. Gen. Sher- 
man Miles was called to the stand, the 
week’s largest efforts by the Pearl Har- 
bor Investigation Committee of Congress 
had been directed toward the nation’s 
diplomatie activity, rather than our mili- 
tary preparations, in the months before 
the Japanese attack. The testimony of 
the Army and Navy intelligence chiefs 
of that period, however, (and naturally 
that of General Marshall, summoned on 
the eve of his departure for China), can 
be expected to open to public knowledge 
far more than now is known, even to the 
mass of Army and Navy officers, of pre- 
cisely what the services were getting in 
their quest for information as to both 
Japanese capabilities and their probable 
intentions. 

A substantial revelation on this last 
point, it will be remembered, came to 
public attention a week ago in the course 
of examination of other witnesses. This 
was the Marshal-Stark memorandum to 
the President of 27 Nov. 1941, revealing 
a common expectation of a Japanese sur- 
prise attack, and an awareness that it 
might be directed against the Siberian 
martitime provinces (“Improbable”) or 
the Philippines, or Thailand, or the Kra 
peninsula, or the Netherlands East In- 
dies. The estimate did not include Pearl 
Harbor among the potential targets, even 
as an “improbable.” 

Inevitably, therefore, the committee 
will show an interest in the testimony of 
our intelligence chiefs of that period, and 
the large volumes of contemporary com- 
munications between Washington and 
Pearl Harbor. Previous testimony has 
suggested that the Japanese of that day 
used effective wiles to conceal the where- 
abouts of those aircraft carriers which 
our agents had assmued were continuing 
in the Japanese waters where they had 
previously been spotted. That is, not only 
did the Japanese carriers maintain radio 
silence while en route toward Oahu, but 
fake radio signals of identification were 
employed by other stations, still in Jap- 
anese waters, simulating the sending ap- 
paratus of the now-absent carriers. By 
this means, it is surmised, our own 
agents were misled into uncertainty of 
the vessels’ current whereabouts, if not 
into actual error. Whatever their con- 
clusions, and whatever the cause, our 
clear and accurate information about the 
Japanese troop-convoy headed for the 
Kra peninsula on 6 Dec. was not matched 
by any invaluab'e tip (if only it had been 
available!) of the more deadly Japanese 
fleet which even then was driving at full 
speed down the last leg toward Oahu. 

Why was this the case? What is the 
machinery, in general, through whose 
functioning an alert military establish- 
ment is often able to detect enemy in- 
tentions long before they can be trans- 
lated into performance? Why does it not 
always work? How is it, for example, 
that we in our turn profited immeasur- 
ably by the failures of enemy intelligence 
in such notable cases as our North Africa 
invasion and our Normandy landing? 
Perhaps great benefit in the form of a 
realistic understanding can come to the 
public, as well as the select committee 
from Congress, by testimony on this 
little-understood subject. Certainly, un- 
less there is on this occasion some reason- 
ably thorough discussion of fundamental 
methods, other than those of a necessar- 
ily secret nature, there can be no public 
comprehension of this phase of pre-Pearl 
Harbor. 

That is one of the points on which 
there is great public puzzlement—how 
was it that when our civil and our mili- 
tary chiefs alike had been warning each 
other against a “surprise attack” at any 
moment, and when they had been bending 
freat efforts, unfortunately too late, to- 
ward the strengthening of our air and sea 
and ground resources in the Philippines 
area, the hearings have thus far adduced 
ho hint of their recognition of any pos 
Sibility of the paralyzing attack whicb 
Teally fell on the fleet at anchor. 

To this, of course, is immediately re- 
lated two other puzzles, why the delay 
in our 7 Dec. warning to General Short, 
and—the main one—why both sea and 
air defenses on that critical occasion 
Were down. Major evidence on this point 
Still would have been far away, had it 
not been for General Marshall’s sudden 





appointment to Chungking and the result- 
ant need to request his testimony im- 
mediately, in order to permit his early 
departure to that important new duty. 

The committee had elected, it would 
appear, to dispose first of the diplomatic 
aspects of the case, partly because it is 
diplomacy whose operations precede war, 
sometimes avert it, sometimes delay it, 
and sometimes fail to do either; partly, 
too, because in Washington there has al- 
ready been exppression of acute political 
disagreement over the purposes as well 
as the methods of America’s interna- 
tional discussions in 1940-41. 

There was accordingly a most intense 
publie interest in the statement and suc- 
ceeding examination of Mr. Cordell Hull, 
our Secretary of State in 1941, as well as 
the testimony of the Undersecretary of 
that period, Mr. Sumner Welles, and the 
contemporary ambassador to Japan, Mr. 
Joseph C. Grew. Under long and per- 
sistent cross-examination they remained 
entirely firm and united in their judg- 
ments. Most notably, they held that 
America’s unswerving purpose through- 
out the long and anxious period before 
Pearl Harbor was to avoid war or, at 
worst, to postpone it as long as possible. 
If peace had been recognized as a good 
thing in itself, it later became recognized 
also as a thing desparately needed by an 
army and navy which at that time were 
in no shape for combat, and which had 
not been able even to build up their de- 
fensive resources in the Philippines area, 
and would not have been able to do so be- 
fore the’ late winter, some four months 
away. 

Equally notable was the former State 
officials repeated and vehement declara- 
tion that the much-discussed 27 Nov. note 
from Mr. Hull, far from being an “ulti- 
matum” as charged by Japan (but not 
proven to the extent of permitting the 
note to be published in Japan) was our 
continuing effort to buy time. The actual 
“ultimatum” in the -sequence, they 
agreed, was the Japanese note of 20 Nov. 
This, it will be recalled, had been her- 
alded and followed by Japanese official 
inter-service messages (whose “secret” 
code our navak intelligence had trans- 
lated instantly) making it clear to all 
Japanese concerned that there would be 
no further negotiations but that, on the 
contrary, “things would begin to hap- 
pen” shortly. 

The diplomats were examined at 
length, too, on the significance of Jan- 
guage used in the memoranda at the time 
of the Churchill-Roosevelt Atlantic meet- 


ing. minority committeemen making a 
persistent effort to establish that the 


Prime Minister had then led America 
into commitments which Congress alone 
should have considered. It was an unre- 
warded effort, so far as ensuing evidence 
was concerned, the witnesses holding 
resolutely to their contention that in re- 
sultant notes which Mr. Roosevelt ac- 
tually sent to Japan there was a complete 
change of language and purpose from 
that which Mr. Churchill had suggested. 

There may well be further examination 
of the State Department files and per- 
sonnel, as later developments require, but 
the purposes of the inquiry in this respect 
have been satisfied for present needs. The 
diplomats, incidentally, seemed to take 
from Mr. Roosevelt whatever responsi- 
bility had been given him (in Admiral 
Richardson’s testimony) for retaining 
the fleet at Pearl Harbor in 1940. They 
said, simply, they had felt that there it 
would exercise a greater restraining in- 
fluence on Japan. Asked whether it “pro- 
voked” Japan, they noted, with some 
warmth, that they saw no reason why 
an American fleet should not be kept in 
any American waters desired. 

With the examination (at this writ- 
ing) of the army officers, the hearing 
comes to matters of the very widest lay 
and professional interest. 





Regular Army Enlistments 


In response to a request from the ARMY 
AND Navy JOURNAL official interpretations 
of several sections of War Department 
Circular 310 concerning enlistment and 
reenlistment in the Regular Army have 
been made by the Adjutant General. 

They are as follows: 

1. The grade in which enlistments are made 
under the proyisions of paragraph 10b, War 
Department Circular 310 are considered per- 
manent and will be in grade of Master Ser- 
geant only. 

Former enlisted men who were serving in 





the first grade*at the time of acceptance of 
their commission or warrant officer appoint- 
ment will upon reenlistment in first grade 
retain their date of rank held under perma- 
nent warrant. The date of rank for all others 
will be the date of enlistment in the first 
grade. 

2. Men now serving as officers or warrant 
officers are not required to enlist in the Reg- 
ular Army prior to 1 February 1946 under 
provisions of paragraph 10b, War Depart- 
ment Circular 310 in order to be enlisted in 
the first grade. 

3. The date, 1 February 1946, does not effect 
the retention of noncommissioned grades of 
men now serving in the Army of the United 
States. However, in order to be enlisted in 
the Regular Army in the grade held at time 
of discharge they must be enlisted prior to 1 
February 1946 and within twenty days from 
date of their discharge from the Army of the 
United States. 

4. Retired pay under the twenty years re- 
tirement act is based on the average pay the 
man was receiving during the last six months 
he served as an enlisted man regardless of 
the fact that he served as an officer or war- 
rant officer for any period immediately prior 
to his retirement. 

Former enlisted men who are relieved from 
active service as officers, warrant officers or 
flight officers and who have completed not 
less than twenty years service may upon re- 
enlistment in the first grade apply immediate- 
ly for retirement. However, in order for 
them to receive the first grade retirement pay 
they must have completed at least a total of 
six months service in the first grade either 
immediately prior to their acceptance of their 
commissions or after their reenlistment in 
first grade. 

In addition, the Office of the Fiscal Di- 
rector has made the following statement 
regarding the same circular: 

For the purpose of determining the eligi- 
bility of any person enlisted or reenlisted in 
the Regular Military Bstablishment on or 
after 1 June 1945, to receive the enlistment 
allowance, and in computing the amount 
thereof, all continuous active Federal ser- 
vice in the Army of the United States or any 
component thereof (if enlisted or reenlisted 
in the Regular Military Establishment) 
whether in enlisted grades or in commis- 
sioned, commissioned warrant, or warrant of- 
ficer grades, shall, if honorably performed 
subsequent to the payment of the last 
previous enlistment allowance, be credited as 
a period of active enlisted service. In deter- 
mining whether active Federal service is con- 
tinuous, any interruptions, of not more than 
90 days each, between periods of such ser- 
vice shall be disregarded (Section 8, Public 
Law 190-79th Congress). 

With reference to retirement and retire- 
ment pay, the number of years of service to 
be credited in computing the right to retire- 
ment and retirement pay authorized by Sec- 
tion 4, Public Law 190-79th Congress, or any 
provision of law providing for the retirement 
of an enlisted man of the Regular Army, shall 
include all active Federal Military Service 
performed in the Army of the United States, 
the Navy, Marine Corps or the Coast Guard, 
or any component thereof. Therefore, al! 
“active Federal Military Service’’ may be con- 
strued to include enlisted, commissioned, and 
warrant officer service. 





Byron Price Reports On A.M.G. 


Declaring that the present was the 
wrong time to permit General Eisen- 
hower’s armed forces in Germany to be 
decimated and robbed of military effec- 
tiveness in Germany, Byron Price former 
wartime Chief of the Office of Censorship 
recommended that American forces be 
maintained strong and alert against 
whatever threat of real disorder and 
rebellion may now lie buried beneath the 
surface. 

Mr. Price’s statement was made in the 
form of a report to President Truman, re- 
sulting from a special mission which he 
made to Germany. The President referred 
the report to the Secretaries of State, War 
and Navy, suggesting that they give it 
careful consideration “with a view to- 
ward taking whatever joint action may 
be indicated.” 

“Considering all of the difficulties, 
which few people in this country are in

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a position to understand,” Mr. Price 
states. “General Bisenhower and his staff 
have done better than a good job govern- 
ing the German population in the Amer- 
ican Zone.” 

The former Censorship chief said that 
while mistakes have been made and some 
confusions still persist, relations general- 
ly with the mass of Germans are on a 
sound basis. In so large and complex 
an operation, no one should expect per- 
fect results in so short a time “unless 
he expects miracles.” 


Mr. Price submitted in part the fol- 
lowing suggestions which he said would 
be essential in the critical months im- 
mediately ahead to help maintain sound 
relations between Military Government 
in Germany and the German people. 

1. The necessity for breaking the present 
deadlock in the Control Council at Berlin is 
so important that use of the full force and 
prestige of American diplomatic power to 
that end is fully warranted, 

If France is really bent on the dismember- 
ment of Germany, as her acts indicate, she 
should be made to acknowledge that policy 
before the world and not permitted to hide 
behind the opposite pronouncements of the 
Potsdam Declaration, Our own policies should 
then be reexamined accordingly. 

2. The proposed change-over of Military 
Government from Army to Civilian Control 
will be advantageous only if the very high- 
est type of civilian administrators can be 
assigned to Germany. 

As individuals and executives, the Army 
officers now in charge of Military:Government 
are a highly capable group of men, The only 
point in making a ¢ghange would be to rid 
Military Government of the complicated 
Army forms and procedures, which were cre- 
ated for a vastly different purpose and are 
not sufficiently pliable to be adaptable to 
eivil affairs. 

No change to top Civilian Control should 
take place earlier than 1 June 1946, the date 
originally recommended by General Bisen- 
hower. 

Substitution of civilian personnel in Ger- 
many should have limits. Some Military Gov- 
ernment officials, such as those in charge of 
public safety and some of those in the lowest 
rank, in direct touch with the German people 
locally, should remain in uniform, 

Selection of the new civilian chief of Mili- 
tary Government must be made by the Presi- 
dent with great care if the experiment is to 
succeed. The appointment should under no 
circumstances have partisan political impli- 
cations. An ideal choice would be an army 
officer of proven judgment and administra- 
tive ability, with a known military back- 
ground in the European theater during this 
war, who would be willing to serve in a ci- 
vilian capacity and administer according to 
civilian formulas. 

Special efforts should be made also to re- 
tain the services of as many as possible of 
the officers trained in Military Government 
and now serving there. In these ranks are 
many highly valuable men. 

3. The highest-level instructions issued to 
Military Government from Washington are in 
need of revision in the light of experience. 

The whole colleetion of orders and instruc- 
tions could profitably be rewritten into a few 
hundred words of general principles. 

4. The food situation in Germany still 
merits urgent attention. 

A ration adequate to prevent starvation 
would not mean being soft with the German 
people. It would represent protection to our 
own occupation troops against disease and 
disorder, and decency toward our Allies of 
Western Europe, themselves undernourished 
and easily susceptible to disease. 

7. Thus far there is no evidence of an or- 
ganized underground resistance in the Ameri- 
can Zone, acts of hostility being largely con- 
fined to small-time local depredations. But 
caution cannot be relaxed. 

The former Hitler Youth—young people of 
their teens,—are potentially the most danger- 
ous single element of the population, It may 
be hoped that the current effort to organize 
these crooked-minded children into non- 
military societies and clubs after the Ameri- 
ean fashion will help turn them away from 
idleness and subversion. 

This is the wrong time to permit General 
Eisenhower’s armed forces in Germany to be 
decimated and robbed of military effective- 
ness by demobilization. 

8. Every additional day’s delay in bringing 
arrested Nazis to justice weakens the posi- 
tion of Military Government, 

There is widespread surprise among Ger- 
mans that even the highest Nazi officials, held 
at Nurnberg under international jurisdiction 
as war criminals, are still awaiting trial.

The Senate has passed S. 1532, the bill 
that authorizes the appointment of Lt.

Dwight F. Davis Dies 

Former Secretary of War and former 
Governor of the Philippine Islands, 
Dwight F. Davis, 66, died 29 Nov., at his 
home in Washington, D. C. 

Mr. Davis had been ill since last April 
when he suffered a heart attack. His 
condition became worse three weeks ago 
and he was in a coma when he died. 

Mr. Davis was a veteran of the first 
World War decorated for valor.in action 
and came to Washington as director of 
the reorganized War Finance Corpora- 
tion. Two years later he became assistant 
secretary of War and in 1925 was made 
head of that department. He was named 
governor of the Philippines in 1929 and 
served in that post until 1932. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Pauline 
Davis, and his four children, Mrs. Roger 
Makins, Mrs. W. McChesney Martin, Mrs. 
Allan Hermes and Dwight F. Davis, jr.

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“Billy” Mitchell Resolution 


In an attempt to get the House Military 
Affairs Committee to report his Resolu- 
tion, passed by the Senate in April, pro 
viding for the issuing of a commission as 
major general, United States Army, post- 
humously, to Col. William L. Mitchell, 
Senator Wiley, Wis., this week brought 
to the attention of the Senate the follow- 
ing letter received by him from General 
of the Army Douglas MacArthur, as an 
answer to the excuse of the House com- 
mittee that action has not been taken by 
it because “its members do not want to 
cast any adverse reflections upon General 
MacArthur who served on the courtmar 
tial which cashiered ‘Billy’ Mitchell” : 
“Dear Senator Wiley: 

Thank you very much for the many kind 
and generous expressions contained in your 
letter which has just reached me. 

I was one of Billy Mitchell's most intimate 
and devoted friends from the beginning to 
the end. Our families came from the 
spot—Milwankee, and enjoyed the most cor 
dial intimacy for many decades. Your reco! 
lection of my part in his trial is entirely cor 
rect. It was fully known to him and he never 
ceased to express his gratitude for my atti 
tude. It would be ridiculous for anyon? to say 
that any posthumous honors that might be 
granted him would be embarrassing to me 
He was a rare genius in his profession and 
contributed much to aviation history. 

I know nothing of the discussion involved 
in your resolution, but do know that any part 
I played in his career should have no bearing 
whatsoever on the matter. 

Out here we are making excellent progress 
With renewed expressions of thanks and ap 
preciation,

Very faithfully, 
Douglas MacArthur.” 

Continuing his statement to the Senate, 
Senator Wiley said: 

“Let the rut-minded brass-hats, who le 
hind the scenes, have so far successfully 
plotted to hold up the Resolution, cease and 
desist their sinister activities. That they 
have done so thus far is one more proof to 
America that we cannot fall asleep at 
switch and allow rut-minded military leaders 
to guide our destinies. It was they who in 
the last analysis had the primary responsi 
bility for the defense of Pearl Harbor. It was 
they who unalert, fell down, on that job. It 
was they who will let us infor worse Pear! 
Harbors in this Atomic Age unless we 
replace them with forward-looking pioneers 
in military offense and defense, like ‘Billy 
Mitchell. 

“His warnings of the dangers of Jap at 
tack on Hawaii went unheeded. His pleas for 
adequate air striking power went ignored 
He was crucified for his vision, his honesty, 
his boldness. Billy Mitchell does not need to 
have this tribute paid to him now, but 
America, for its own honor and its own pres 
ent and future, needs to pay the tribute to 
him, It needs to remove the unjustified stain 
which it has allowed for so long to sully his 
brilliant record. 

“General MacArthur, great soldier-states 
man that he is has added his word once more 
to this righteous cause. Let the House take 
the final step to honor our prophet son, Billy 
Mitchell.”

3rd Amphibious Force 

The Third Amphibious Force has ar- 
rived in Pearl Harbor on the last leg of 
a journey which began on Guadalcanal in 
1942, the Navy Department announced 
this week.., 

Commanded by Vice Admiral Theodore 
S. Wilkinson, USN, until his detachment 
to duty in Washington on 15 Nov., and 
now under the command of Commodore 
Paulus P. Powell, the Third Amphibious 
Force proceeds today to San Francisco. 
Upon its arrival there about 22 Nov., the 
staff will be dissolved. 

The action-filled career of the first of 
the Pacific Amphibious Forces includes 
landings on Guadalcanal, Treasury and 
Woodlark Islands, Green and Emirau 
Islands, Bougainville, Palau, Leyte and 
Lingayen Gulf. The Third Amphibious 
Force was prepared to take the Eighth 
Army into Kyushu for the invasion of 


Japan. Upon the surrender of Japan it . 


moved units of Eighth Army in the oc- 
eupation of Tokyo Bay and Northern 
Japan. 
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Naval Reserve Record 


Naval Reserve Officers comprising 

about 87 per cent of the total officers in 
the United States Navy on V-J Day, set 
an impressive record of achievement in 
all Naval activities throughout the war, 
the Navy Department announced this 
week. 
Shortly after Pearl Harbor nearly 39,- 
000 officers were on active duty, of whom 
24,000 were Reserves. After V-J Day on 
15 August 1945, more than 300,000 com- 
missioned officers were on active duty, of 
whom more than 260,000 were Reserves 
from every state and territory of the 
United States. 

On 1 Aug. 1945, Reserve officers were 
heads of departments, such as gunnery, 
engineering, navigation and damage con- 
trol, aboard major fighting ships in the 
following percentages: 

Battleships—41 per cent 

Heavy Cruisers—44 per cent 

Light Cruisers—50 per cent 

Heavy Aircraft Carriers—48 per cent 

Light Aircraft Carriers—70 per cent 

Escort Carriers—91 per cent 

A total of 41 Reserve officers were in 
command of destroyers when Japan sur- 
rendered. Eleven Reserve officers were 
in command of combat submarines and 22 
of training submarines. 

At the same time eight Reserve officers 
were in command of modern destroyer 
high speed minesweepers, and 33 Re- 
serves in command of seaplane tenders 
and similar vessels converted from de- 
stroyers. A total of 302 destroyer escorts 
were commanded by Reserves. 


Adm. Kinkaid to New Post 


Admiral Thomas ©. Kinkaid, USN, 
formerly Commander of the Seventh 
Fleet, arrived at Naval Air Station, 
Honolulu, recently en route from Shang- 
hai to the mainland. 

He is under orders to report as Com- 
mander, Western Sea Frontier, with 
headquarters in San Francisco, and will 
assume that duty after a brief tour of 
temporary additional duty in the Office 
of the Chief of Naval Operations, Navy 
Department, and leave at his home in 
Philadelphia. 

Admiral Kinkaid was met upon his re- 
cent arrival by Admiral Raymond A. 
Spruance, USN, formerly Commander of 
the Fifth Fleet, and Vice Admiral C. H. 
MeMorris, USN, Chief of Staff to the 
Commander in Chief, U. S. Pacific Fleet 
and Pacific Ocean Areas.

The 
ship, built by the Bethlehem Steel Cor- 
poration and sponsored by the parents of 
the Guadalcanal heroes, was launched at 
San Francisco, California, 4 April 1943. 

During the extended tour of duty of 
The Sullivans in the forward areas of the 
Pacific, the green clover leaf painted on 
the stack of the sleek destroyer became 
a familiar sight. Where there was trouble, 
there was The Sullivans. She became one 
of the famous ships of the fast carrier 
task forces.

Navy Nurse Corps Bill Passed 

The Senate has passed this week and 
sent to the President H. R. 4411, the bill 
which is aimed to overcome the inequity 
in the pay and disability retirement pay 
of members of the Navy Nurse Corps. 
By the provisions of the bill Navy nurses 
would acquire all the pay privileges other 
officers have including higher retirement 
pay than existing law provides. 
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Naval Enlisted Allowances 


Enlisted men in the first three pay 
grades are now authorized to make elec. 
tion of money allowance for quarters for 
dependents in lieu of family allowance 
or vice versa, the Navy Department has 
announced. 

The Department said that in the case 
of a man who elects to receive MAQ and 
whose dependents are not prevented from 
dwelling with him, credit of MAQ will 
continue to be made in lieu"of credit of 
quarters allowance in his own right. 

The Department declared: 

“Enlisted Men of first, second, and third 
pay grades in active Naval Service having 4 
dependent are entitled MAQ when P ublic 
Quarters not provided and not available for 
their dependents, provided allotment main- 
tained, for support of dependent on whose ac- 
count the monetary allowance is claimed, in 
amount not less than thirty times daily rate 
such monetary allowance, All men electing 
MAQ urged to maintain allotment equal maxi- 
mum rate payable any locality. In case of 
man receiving MAQ who reports for duty at 
station where applicable MAQ rate in excess 
amount of allotment in effect, Disbursing 
Officer authorized to register new or addi- 
tional allotment in adequate amount effective 
month in which higher rate of MAQ payable. 
NAVALOT will accept such allotment for pay- 
ment although not received within the time 
specified in other instructions. 

“In case of man whose dependent is re- 
ceiving family allowance and who elects MAQ 
on account of dependent where no BUPERS 
letter of determination of dependency re- 
quired, Disbursing Officer shall register al- 
lotment first payment month following month 
in which man makes request unless adoquate 
allotment is already in effect and forward 
SANDA Form 6 with separate letter of trans 
mittal (SANDA Form 9) to Field Branch 
BUSANDA (Family Allowances Division). 
Disbursing Officer shall commence credit 
MAQ at rate prescribed Article 2143-4 SANDA 
Memo Number 514 as of first day of month 
following month in which election is made 
and shall stop family allowance checkage 
after deduction for month in which election 
is made. Request to stop family allowance 
prepared in accordance Article 2143-4 SANDA 
Memo Number 511 shall be stapled to face of 
SANDA Form 9. One copy of request to stop 
family allowances shall be forwarded to 
RUPERS (Dependents Welfare Division). 

“Where election of MAQ in lieu of family 
allowance involves determination of depen 
dency for substantiation of credit, individual 
shall initiate request for determination of de 
pendency accordance Article 2143-4 SANDA 
Memo Number 503. After receipt of BUPERS 
letter of determination of existence of depen- 


dency Disbursing Officer shall follow pro 
cedure contained Para 3 above, stopping 
family allowance effective as of end of month

Q ee by his rest at White Sulphur Springs, General of the Army Eisen- 

hower will take over formally the office of Chief of Staff and its collateral as- 
signments on 3 December. He will do so with the knowledge that the Army as a whole, 
and the country as well, is relying upon his leadership to promote the solution of the 
manifold and complex problems of post-war demobilization and military reorganiza- 
tion. In connection with the former, he will endeavor to heed the demand of the 
country expressed particularly in Congress, for speedier discharge of officers and men 
anxious to return to civilian life, but at the same time he must require the retention 
of a sufficient Military Establishment—General Marshall estimated 2 million men— 
to guard our interests in this chaotie world situation, and to observe the commitments 
the Government has made. It will naturally be the advice of commanders in the field 
estimated in the light of the policy fixed by the President, that will affect General 
BHisenhower's decisions on the rapidity with which releases can be permitted. Unques- 
tionably this process could be expedited through the enactment by Congress of military 
training for our youth which the General has advocated, and through the enlargement 
of the Regular Army, which the War Department is now pressing through recruitment, 
and contingents of which would be available for foreign service. The size, character 
and equipment ‘of the latter force, the National Guard and Reserves, particularly in 
view of our entrance upon the electronic and atomic age, are matters upon which the 
President will expect his advice. Already he has_testified in support of the proposed 
merger of the Army, Navy and Air Forces. It is to be anticipated he will urge the 
adoption of measures which will make military service attractive to men who desire 
to engage in it as a career. Both for officers and men, active and retired, there must be 
increase of pay and allowances. In the case of General Marshall, for example, as 
Major George Fielding Plliott has pointed out, his total active compensation was $17 
thousand, and on the retired list it will be $6 thousand; and this same disproportion 
will apply to officers of the rank of General, Lieutenant General and below, who surely 
deserve well of the country. Further, income tax arrears which bear heavily upon 
officers and men after discharge, should be forgiven, and, indeed, such taxes should not 
apply to members of the Service, active or retired. Nor must there be forgotten the 
Regulars who received commissioned or high warrant rank during the war, and who 
should be awarded a rank in accordance with their experience and the fine services 
they rendered. Sympathetic in all these matters, General Eisenhower can be expected 
to provide the country with an adequate force to promote our security and peace, and 
which will be the more efficient because made contented. 


| greed mg resentment is being manifested in the Senate at the attempt of Associate 
Justice Jackson to establish in the Nuremberg trials a principle of international 
law under which professional soldiers, sailors and air men shall be convicted as 
criminals on the mere ground of membership in High Commands or General Staffs. 
Doubtless this kind of blatherskite is due to Mr. Jackson’s desire to let no guilty Ger- 
man escape, which accords with American as well as world wishes, but it is obvious 
that blanket condemnation such as he is seeking to obtain, is violative of the very 
essence of justice. Moreover, it does not conform with civilized practice nor with the 
provisions set forth in the Hague Convention of 1907 and the Geneva Prisoners of War 
Treaty of 1929. Realization of this fact doubtless was one of the reasons for the with- 
drawal of Maj. Gen. William J. Donovan, head of the liquidated OSS, from the War 
Crimes Prosecution Staff, and the prospective withdrawal of his assistants, Col. 
Howard Brundage and Lt. Col. Murray Gurfein. Outraged by the Jackson policy, Sena- 
tor Wherry, of Nebraska, in his resolution for an inquiry into our entire foreign policy, 
ealled fer an examination of any conflict between the policies being pursued by the 
Department of State and those being pursued by our Army and Navy in any territory 
now occupied by our military forces. This inquiry which the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee will conduct, will reveal what the Services know, and the country 
should realize, that policy is the responsibility of political government, and in obe- 
dience to directives thereunder the military must obediently carry it out. Officers and 
men going beyond that policy or those directives, and perpetrating outrages as the 
Germans and Japanese did, properly are subject to punishment. Our Army and Navy 
do not hesitate themselves to courtmartial any member guilty of violating the laws of 
war. Indeed, the history of our Services is that of meticulous observance of such 
laws. Always we have maintained the profession of Arms as honorable and our coun- 
try has so regarded it from the time of Washington down to the leaders of the Global 
War. It ill behooves Justice Jackson, therefore, to attempt to discredit it by mis- 
guided zeal and by lack of regard for fundamental principles, which, as a member 
of the United States Supreme Court, he should deem it his duty to uphold. He should 
be given instructions by the President to abandon a course that has no basis of justice, 
or the War and Navy Departments should condemn it, else gentlemen of ability and 





experience will not be disposed to hold or seek commissions, and our defense thereby 
will be gravely impaired.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











> FOREIGN AFFAIRS. It is obvious from the President’s high opinion of Gen- 
eral Marshall that his selection of the retiring chief of staff for temporary assign- 
ment as special ambassador to China has been made in an effort to correct conditions 
in that area where we have become involved far beyond our original expectation and 
to a point that precipitated the stormy resignation of Ambassador Hurley. In essence 
General Hurley charged that, while our policy at the top level is correct, in execution 
it has been sabotaged by the lower echelons in the State Department and the foreign 
service, and that we have become enmeshed in Asia in the imperialism of Britain and 
her satellites on the one hand and in that of Communist Russia on the other. In a 
word, contrary to our fine historic tradition, we have now taken the path of western 
imperialism in the Far East. 

Reports are current in Army circles that General Marshall will have a far more 
comprehensive mission than his assignment to Chungking. It is said that either going 
to Chungking or returning he will stop at London and at Moscow for the purpose of 
discussing many of the problems which are now disturbing the relations of the Big 
Three. By reason of his knowledge of the President's policies, of his familiarity with 
Council questions and the prestige based upon his service as Chief of Staff it is gen- 
erally believed that such visits would prove valuable in promoting agreements toward 
world settlement. 

Certainly, if any one can bring us back on the right path it is General Marshall. 
The President instinctively turned to him for the task, shelving for the time what there 
is excellent reason for understanding was his plan to send him as ambassador to the 
Court of St James. General Marshall for his part, accepted the China post as a good 
soldier, just as Admiral Leahy accepted the ambassadorship to Vichy. 

Much remains to be adjusted in the execution in China of our policy which the 
Secretary of State has reiterated is merely one of assisting in the unification of the 
country and bringing about the surrender of Japanese soldiers still in the North. For 
by our sending planes to the nationalists and in other ways we have definitely become 
involved in the civil war. Moreover, Lieutenant General Wedemeyer is not only our 
military commander in China but also chief of staff to Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, 
a post which in present circumstances identifies us in a partisan sense in the civil 
war. It is to be expected that General Marshall will straighten out that situation. In 
sending him to China the President by taking the unusual course of making public 
his instructions with their more definite statement of our policy is seeking unsuccess- 
fully to discourage a Congressional investigation into the charges of Ambassador 
Hurley that could only be embarrassing to the administration. 

General Marshall will serve in an area outside of General MacArthur's control 
zone for Japan and, unlike the latter who is the Allied Supreme Commander, will be 
directly and solely responsible to the President. General Wedemeyer’s function is ex- 
clusively military, but he will be responsive tc General Marshall. Necessarily there 
will be some overlapping of the Marshall-MacArthur jurisdiction as in the matter of 
Manchuria which we have consistently insisted belonged to China and yet has Korea 
beyond where General MacArthur exercises control over the southern section. 

It is expected that the two distinguished former chiefs of staff, whose presence in 
the Far East testifies to the predominant importance we attach to the Pacific region, 
will operate smoothly as a team through recognition of their exceptional responsibili- 
ties and their personal ability to get along together. 

Tn the meantime the renewed assurance through the deliberations of the Far East- 
ern Advisory Commission that we and the nine other Allied governments most deeply 
interested in the Pacific, exclusive of Russia, are standing against any weakening of 
the authority of General MacArthur, is welcomed throughout America. The commis- 
sion concedes that the general is the supreme authority in the control of Japan and 
will have a discretionary authority, and may, if necessary, overrule the commission in 
specific instances. Moreover, the commission is represented as determined to speak 
for the Allies on policy while hoping that Russia still will consent to become a member, 
or at least cooperate. 

The record General MacArthur has made justifies this confidence. His admin- 
istration stands out in high relief against the difficulties, hesitations and immobility 
of the Allied control of Germany as evidenced by our now taking the initiative in Ber- 
lin for negotiations that will remove the paralyzing unanimity rule from the control 
council and make other revisions in administration before stark winter brings tragedy 
and perhaps disaster. Our move is in line with the sharp warnings of Byron Price 
who minced no words over conditions in Germany in his report to the President after 
his special investigation on the ground. The stumbling blocks may well be France, 
which has thus far taken full advantage of the unanimity rule to press for her own 
special advantages in Burope, and, perhaps, Russia. 

For Russia is still an enigma. In the Far East, while suspicious of our support 
of Britain, she has taken precautions in Manchuria under her recent agreement with 
Chungking to maintain control, possibly with an eye to using that position later for 
forcing communists into the cabinet at Chungking. In addition she is holding Korea 
tightly sealed while Mr. Pauley, our reparation commissioner, continues to sit on the 
sidelines hoping that his request to enter the Soviet zone will be granted. 

In Iran, though Moscow is reported to have given some assurances to official rep- 
resentatives of Teheran, the Soviet forces have served notice on the central govern- 
ment that it will not permit its troops to enter the northern area for the purpose of 
putting down the separatist movement. The circumstances strongly suggest a calcu- 
lated move to maintain permanent Russian control through the creation of a Soviet 
Republic. Through a note to Moscow we recalled the pledges of the big three in sup- 
port of Iran’s integrity and independence and warned that the test may discredit the 
peace machinery of the United Nations. If our representations produce no tangible 
results, the least that can be said is that we did not acquiesce in the Russian demarche 
either in words or by silence. This is an advance over our recent past attitude even 
though slight. 

In Burope Russia suffered a setback by the elections held in Austria and appears 
to be losing support in Hungary but she may well go forward again in both countries. 
In the meantime her silence on the atomic bomb since the President and the Prime 
Ministers of the United Kingdom and Canada made their proposal has continued so 
long as to increase apprehension that she will not agree to the creation of a Commis- 
gion by the UNO to devise methods of control of this new form of energy. Obviously 
Mr. Eden and Mr. Bevin had this in mind in their recent speeches. The former ad- 
vocated elimination of the veto power in the Security Council of the United Nations 
organization, a move satisfactory to small nations. The latter declared for a bigger, 
better and more advanced world association for peace—even a superstate. These 





utterances manifestly were calculated to assure the world of Britdin'’s peacefyj jy. 
tentions during a period of delicate diplomatic negotiatious. 

Our agreement with Britain for the proposed joint commission of inquiry oy 
Palestine to submit its report within one hundred and twenty days of its organizatioy 
promises that there will be no undue delay in its deliberations, but it still appears that 
the hope of the two governments is that the Palestine question will be deposited wit, 
the world security organization which will have been organized by that time and go be 
removed as an embarrassing question in Britain’s foreign relations and in our domes. 
tie politics. 


> FLEET ADMIRAL HALSEY. President Truman’s nomination of Admiral Wij- 
liam F. Halsey, jr., to the Five Star rank, which the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL adyo- 
cated, places the seal of government approval upon the course he pursued in the Three 
Prong Battle of the Philippines. It is, in fact, official approval of his entire conduet 
throughout the operations in the Pacific. When Congress created the rank of Fleet Aa- 
miral, it understood that Admiral Halsey would be honored with it, but following the 
naval actions in support of General MacArthur’s landing on Leyte, it was reported that 
the late President Roosevelt and Fleet Admiral King were critical of his distance from 
the Fleet of Admiral Kinkaid and felt that had he been in closer contact the entire 
Japanese Fleet would have been destroyed. That Fleet, in fact, was so battered that 
it never thereafter put to sea in force. Contributing to its annihilation was Admirai 
Halsey’s command. It sighted the prong moving from Formosa, and in accordance with 
the highest Navy traditions, fell upon it and sank and smashed its most important 
elements, including carriers. While achieving this victory, Admiral Halsey, in ae- 
cordance with advices he received, detached some of his powerful vessels and speeded 
them to the assistance of Admiral Kinkaid. Fleet Admiral Nimitz who has succeeded 
Fleet Admiral King, repeatedly insisted that Admiral Halsey made no error of judg- 
ment, and that his outstanding services should be recognized. The nomination sent to 
the Senate shows that the President agrees with his judgment. It is assumed, despite 
his higher rank and availability for duty thereunder, that Admiral Halsey will go 
through with his plan for retirement, which he announced when he hauled down his 
Flag. 


> ARMY GROUND FORCES. Gen. Jacob L. Devers, Commanding General of 
Army Ground Forces, presented awards to four officers this week at ceremonies held 
in the Pentagon. 

Maj. Gen. Louis E. Hibbs, Commandant of the Field Artillery School and formerly 
Commanding General of the 63rd Infantry “Blood and Fire” Division, was presented 
the Silver Star by Gen. Devers. The award was made for his action on 19 Mar. 1945, 
when he personally observed the position and strength of the enemy near Ensheim, 
Germany, and then coordinated the efforts of Infantry, tanks and tank destroyers in 
order to take enemy positions. 

Maj. Gen. Otto L. Nelson, jr., was presented a third Oak Leaf Cluster to his Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal by Gen. Devers. The award was made in recognition of Gen. 
Nelson’s exceptionally meritorious service while Deputy Theater Commander in the 
Mediterranean theater of operations from Jan. to Aug. 1945. He inaugurated a pro- 
gram of more efficient personnel utilization and work simplification in the Mediter- 
ranean theater, according to the citation accompanying the award, and upon the ces- 
sation of hostilities in his theater helped speed redeployment of troops and materiel to 
the active fighting front. 

Gen. Nelson is assigned to this headquarters and is on temporary duty with the 
State Department. 

Presentation of an Oak Leaf Cluster to the Distinguished Service Medal was made 
by Gen. Devers to Maj. Gen. Robert T. Frederick, Commandant of the Coast Artillery 
School and formerly Commanding General of the 45th Infantry “Thunderbird” Di- 
vision. Gen. Frederick was awarded the Oak Leaf Cluster for his action in leading 
the 45th across four river barriers and capturing several large German cities. 

Promotion of Col. George H. Chapman, jr., Inf., from the rank of lieutenant 
colonel was announced by Gen. Devers’ office this week. Col. Chapman is assigned to 
the Ground G-3 Section.

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The Infantry School 
(Continued from First Page) 
jy the Commandant of The Infantry 
School. 
The exhaustive review which accom- 
nies each doubtful or unsuccessful case 


has done more than eliminate chance and 


uesswork. It has permitted a selective 
system to grow, failure causes to be ar- 
rived at, and by the knowledge so gained 
has meant more accurate choice of men 
to become Infantry Officers, so that men 
who do not fit the minimum selective pat- 
tern can be screened out before attending 
or even before selection, saving the Army 
and the government time and expense and 
saving the man concerned disappointment 
and embarrassment. 

The Officer Candidate School is far 
from being the only activity of The In- 
fantry School, although it has been the 
largest single endeavor. Thirty other 
courses have been carried on during the 
same period, encompassing almost every 
general and specialized form of training 
used in the Infantry. More than 175,000 | 
students have attended The Infantry 
School since 1 July 1940, and over 79,000 
of them were graduates of courses other 
than Officer Candidate. These graduates 
have supplied the specialized needs of the 
Infantry in many categories. 

When new divisions were being acti- 
vated as rapidly as possible in the all-out 
effort to build a mighty war machine, a 
New Division Officers Course and a Spe- 
cial Refresher for Senior National Guard 
officers brought them up to date in their 
training and gave them the basis for 
teaching and training their men, even to 
methods of subject presentation, use of 
training aids and all types of training 
management and planning. 

Infantry officers of company grades at- 
tended the Officers Basic Course and field 
grade officers attended the Advanced 
Course, which has since become the Of- 
feers Refresher Course, for an intense 
and complete review of all Infantry sub- 
jects, tactics, weapons and techniques. A 
specialized course for officers converted to 
Infantry from other arms was producing 
almost 1000 graduates each month at one 
time during the peak of the war effort. 
Communications training for both of- 
ficers and enlisted men has operated con- 
sistently all during the emergency, 
further breaking down within that spe- 
dalized subject into separate courses in 
radio repair, sound locating, training for 
Communication sergeants and for Com- 
munication officers. 

Automotive instruction, with one 
course to train moter officers, one to train 
enlisted mechanics, and until recently, 
one in operation of the Land Odograph, 
has turned out a steady stream of highly 
qualified graduates. 

These are but a few of the courses 
taught at The Infantry School. Inter- 
mingled with them are some not normally 
thought of in connection with Infantry, 
such as Air-Ground Liaison, Radio Air- 
Plane Target Team instruction, anda 
course for Brazilian and other South 
American officers. The Parachute School, 
Which has turned out untold thousands 
of paratroopers, was originally a single 
course at The Infantry School, from 
which it grew to its present gigantic pro- 
portions. 

The ability to successfully train so 
many officers and men in so many differ- 
ent courses and subjects at the same time 
deserves an examination of the organiza- 
tion through which The Infantry School 
has achieved this tremendous goal. 

The Commandant, as the commanding 
8eneral of the School, directs its policies 
4nd maintains supervision over each of 
the subdivisions under him personally 
and through a general and special staff. 
He maintains constant contact with Re- 
Placement and School Command, the next 
higher heaquarters, and with Army 
Ground Forces. 

The main subdivision of The Infantry 
School is the Academic Department, 
Under the direction of the Assistant Com- 
Mandant, who is charged with all instruc- 
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tion and matters pertaining to instruc- 
tion. kive instructional Sections, Tac- 
tical, Weapons, General Subjects, Auto- 
motive and Communication, supply all the 
instruction given at the School. They are 
broken down into committees, and where 
necessary into groups, each a highly 
trained unit capable of covering all ma- 
terial on their particular subject in the 
most complete and exhaustive fashion. 
One of these Sections, during the peak of 
war activity, needed over 250 officers and 
350 enlisted assistants to furnish all the 
instruction required of it. 


The Academic Department does not 
contine itself to giving instruction. The 
careful selection of instructors has re- 


sulted in a wealth of combat-proven of- 
ficers of all grades and types of exper- 
ience forming the School’s faculty. Con- 
stant research is carried on, and a Train- 


ing Literature and Visual Aids Commit- 


tee writes, revises, and edits all Infantry 


| tield manuals and subject schedules with 


the able assistance of the specialized in- 
structors of the School. The Infantry 


| School operates the largest Army Field 


Printing Plant in the United States, turn- 
ing out countless thousands of pamphlets, 
manuals, maps, and all types of printed 
material for Army usage. 

Three Student Training Regiments 
have been in use at The Infantry School. 
The Second, since deactivated, and the 
Third, have housed and administered only 
Officer Candidates. Located in the 
Harmony Church Area, these Regiments 
were augmented until very recently by 
the Officer Candidate Reception Unit, 
which processed all incoming and outgo- 
ing candidates, thereby relieving some of 
the large administrative burden placed on 
these Regiments. The First Student 
Training Regiment, on the Main Post, 
houses and administers all students ex- 
cept Officer Candidates. 

The Academic Regiment, a_ time- 
honored institution of The Infantry 
School, houses and administers all en- 
listed personnel of the School except for 
those of the Student Training Regiments, 
and is the unit to which instructors and 
Headquarters officers are assigned. 

School Troops form an important part 
of The Infantry School’s makeup. For- 
merly composed of two Infantry Regi- 
ments with attached units, and presently 
consisting of two large detachments in- 
corporating these attachments, they per- 
form all the demonstrations needed in in- 
struction. 

The task assigned to The Infantry 
School has not been easy. From a student 
body of 910 in September, 1940 to a peak 
of 18,075 students in November, 1942, 
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which pace only slackened when VE and 
VJ way were achieveu, tew intantry of- 
ficers in the Army today are not grad- 
uates of a course given at The Infantry 
School. The equivalent of eleven full 
strength Divisions in numbers of officers 
and men have received the thorough, in- 
tensive training of the School, equal to 
an entire Army in size. Instruction will 
continue for our peacetime forces, and 
plans have been formulated, to be pub- 
lished in the near future. The experience 
gained in World War II is being examined 
and weighed as carefully and intelligently 
as always before, to extract the combat 
lessons, constantly improve instruction 
and thereby insure a modern, capable 
Infantry, second to none, for our national 
defense. 

No one man responsible for the 
achievement of The Infantry School. We 
of the present day recognize the fact that 
The Infantry School is the smybol of the 
sacrifice, effort and ingenuity of many 
hard working Infantrymen who have well 
distinguished themselves in the military 
world as well as those officers and en- 
listed men whose only recognition has 
been “Well Done.” 

With this in mind, The Infantry School 
will carry on, determined to rise to even 
greater heights in the days to come. 
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Civilian Personnel Needed 

20,000 civilians are urgently needed to 
replace military personnel who hecome 
eligible for discharge and are working in 
Army Separations Centers, the War De- 
partment announced 26 Nov. 

Principal need is for clerical and 
stenographic help; for junior laborers: 
automobile mechanics ; cooks’ and bakers’ 
helpers and other categories. Key person- 
nel are needed also to replace officers and 
high-grade non-commissioned officers in 
administrative and supply positions. Vet- 
erans including WACs are especially 
qualified for these positions. 

Local appeals are being sent out for 
civilian help by Separation Centers and 
Civil Service offices in the various Ser- 
vice Commands where application for 
such work should be made.

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Travel Pay 

The Comptroller General's office this 
week ruled that a civilian employee re- 
turning from military duty may be re- 
garded as restored back in his pre war 
position for the purpose of paying his 
travel expenses even though the agency 
does not have an immediate vacancy. 

The Comptroller General declared that 
“where, upon the return of a civilian em- 
ployee from military duty, no appropriate 
vacancy exists in the particular agency at 
the place from which he was furloughed 
to enter the armed forces, the employee 
may be regarded as restored at that place 
for the purpose of paying his travel ex- 
penses in connection with transfer, for 
the convenience of the Government, from 
the place of restoration to a place where 
a suitable vacancy is available under the 
same agency.” 
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Military Justice 

Following are the points outlined in 
an opening statement recently made by 
Samuel T. Ansell, Acting Judge Advocate 
General during World War I, as counsel 
in a case before the Secretary of War’s 
Discharge Review Board: 

1. This Board, authorized by statute, has 
an attractive and novel setting in the field 
of Military Justice, If justice is the highest 
interest of man on éarth, if to achieve justice 
is declared by our Constitution as one of the 
prime reasons for the establishment of our 
Government, if justice is not a mere generali- 
zation but a mtter of vital concern to every 
individual citizen, then this Board has a 
noteworthy place among the instrumentali- 
ties of justice. Its members should be, and 
they doubtless are, inspired by the love of 
justice. 

2. Never before has there been in the Serv- 
ice a statutory board of general jurisdiction 
with authority to review and correct the rec- 
ord characterizing separations from the Serv- 
ice, and to grant to an applicant a fair hear- 
ing to that end. To me it has always been 
a matter of some pride that at the close of 
actual hostilities of the First World War 
some boards, upon my recommendation, were 
established by the Secretary of War to cor- 
rect, in some degree and in some special 
eases, injustices done by the records of the 
discharge of enlisted men; but, so far as I 
ean recall, nothing was done, or could have 
been done, in behalf of commissioned officers. 

3. The military record of a citizen is to 
him a thing of great worth, more than money 
or other material value. It is a permanent 
memorial which should truly evidence, be- 
yond doubt or question, the quality of citi- 
zenship exhibited by the citizen while sery- 
ing in the defense of his land. 

4. In the haste and welter of war many in- 
justices in such matters are done—one might 
say inevitably done. Without assured means 
ef correcting such injustices, war must and 
does leave in its wake innumerable human 
wrecks—men who struggle, usually in vain, 
to recover that of which they have been un- 
justly deprived, or who live on with bitter- 
ness for the Government they loved and 
served, or who sink into despair. 

5. It is out of such background of thought 
we as counsel come before this Board. We 
ecme expectantly, because of confidence in 
the Board and in the facts we shall adduce. 
We know, of course, that a separation, with 
ite characterization, is backed by statements 
upon the record. We need hardly remind you 
that merely because a statement has become 
embalmed in a military record is no assur- 
ance of its truth. Too frequently those facts 
merit the designation only because they ap- 
pear on the record; they are not tested or 
established facts; they are only what some- 
body, in re or less authority, carelessly 
or hastily or injudicially accepted as facts; 
too often they are only what somebody re- 
ported or said or thought. Sometimes they 
are but statements of a commanding officer 
who is inexperienced, or is unfair, or has 
been misled; sometimes they are but his own 
conclusions made or shaded to place himself 
in a better light; sometimes they are state- 
ments made with unworthy design or through 
servility to some superior view. Sometimes 
they are nothing better than the groundless 
report of some pseudo-psychiatrist; some- 
times they rest on nothing better than com- 
mon camp gossip. 

6. Facts are at the foundation of all justice 
but, unfortunately, the obtaining of facts is 
frequently a task that is irksome, and the 
proper interpretation of them requires high 
qualities of care and judgment. It is the 
duty of a lawyer appearing here to adduce 
nothing but facts and those inferences which 
reasonably and fairly flow from them, In 
doing this he should be as quick to expose 
an untruthful “record” as to spurn a resort 
to untrue statements. 

7. During this war there has been a ten- 
dency to force resignations for the good of 
the service in lieu of court-martial by means 
of record statements whose undependability 
would have been developed by court-martial 
investigation. Such a policy gives abundant 
opportunity for injustice. Such resignations 
are sometimes the result of a species of com- 
pulsion. Besides, temporary officers, espe- 
clally when advised by superiors, can easily 
be subjected to imposition. Few temporary 
officers are in a position to apprehend that a 
resignation for the good of the service has 
many of the stigmatizing consequences of a 
sentence of dismissal or dishonorable dis- 
charge by general court-martial, consequences 
that deprive them of many military benefits, 
blotch their reputations throughout life and 
prejudice them in obtaining employment. In- 
experienced officers can easily be stampeded 
into such ill-advised action by the threat of 
the court-martial alternative. Later, with 
time to consider, such an officer may seek to 
withdraw his resignation before it becomes 
effective and stand court-martial, only to find 
that the War Department refuses the request. 

8 Such stigma should be placed upon a 
soldier’s record only when fairest and fullest 
consideration of every pertinent fact and cir- 
cumstance leads to no other reasonable con- 
clusion. The tender of a resignation under the 
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circumstances indicated is uo evidence what- 
ever of a consciousness of guilt. Our Govern- 
ment should ever be loath to deprive a soldier 
of material service-benefits and even more 
loath permanently to besmirch his reputation. 
It is still true that, “Who steals my purse, 
steals trash, but who filches from me my 
good name leaves me poor indeed.”

Artificial Lightning Produced 

The Army and Navy this week released 
details of a study by a joint committee 
established in 1943, to reduce the flight 
hazards caused by “precipitation static” 
—the name given to radio interference 
encountered by aircraft flying in particle- 
laden atmosphere or in areas of thunder- 
storms. 

Increase in the speed and size of air- 
planes during wartime has multiplied the 
difficulties of solving the problem, and 
while no simple method is yet widely em- 
ployed, scientific investigation has given 
the military services a practical approach 
which is expected to lead to a realization 
of success in the immediate future. 

Operational experience has shown that 
much radio and navigational equipment 
fails to operate under conditions when 
the pilot needs it urgently—during storms 
and bad weather. It is a common experi- 
ence for pilots to lose their radio com- 


munications and radio navigation aids 
due to precipitation static. 
The loss of communication for 10 te 


15 minutes is usually not very serious but 
in certain types of weather it is common 
for the aviator to be without communi- 
cation for hours. Radio navigation under 
these conditions is impossible and flying 
is hazardous. It has been estimated that 
over 25 per cent of all aircraft losses in 
certain areas of the United States are 
directly traceable to loss of radio com- 
munication and navigational facilities.

Reveal RCM Equipment 

Engineered in secrecy and haste, radar 
countermeasures equipment (RCM) used 
by the Army Air Forces rendered German 
and Japanese radar practically valueless 
during the latter stages of the war, Brig. 
Gen. Tom C. Rives said this week in dis- 
closing the activities of the Electronic 
Subdivision, Engineering Division, Air 
Technical Service Command. 

In June, 1943, there were four different 
RCM sets available in limited quantities 
for overseas use. One year later this num- 
ber had mounted to 30, some of which 
were in mass production; and another 20 
were under development. By V-J Day, ap- 
proximately 40 different types, totalling 
over 60,000 individual sets, had been furn- 
ished overseas commanders. 

In explaining the principles and tech- 
niques of RCM, General Rives said the 
equipment includes search and intercept 
receivers for hunting out the enemy radar 
and analyzers for defining the pulse 
frequency rate and determining what 
type of jamming transmission can be used 
against it. Two types of jamming systems 
are employed, spot jamming for disrupt- 
ing particular received frequencies and 





barrage jamming for jamming an entire 


frequency band. 

The Engineering Division and Mainte- 
nance Division supervised the conversion 
of a number of heavy bombers into virtual 
flying RCM laboratories. These aircraft, 
known as “Ferrets,” carried vast quanti- 
ties of RCM equipment and were used to 


locate, analyze and furnish intelligence | 


on enemy radar stations.

Veterans’ Benefits 

American programs looking toward aid 
for returning veterans may be termed 
more democratic than those of other 
countries in that benefits are identical 
regardless of rank, Bernard M. Baruch 
reported this week. 

In a detailed survey prepared for Sen- 
ator Edward C. Johnson, chairman of 
the Senate Finance subcommittee on vet- 
erans, Mr. Baruch declared that while 
mustering out pay is lower in the United 
States than in the British Commonwealth 
of nations, the program set up for 
American veterans, considering benefits 
as a whole is more liberal than compar- 
able programs in other countries. 

The Baruch report declared that all 
other countries vary their veterans’ bene- 
fits for dependents; the United States, in 
general, does not. On 1 Sept. 1945, the 
report states, more than one half of the 
men in the American Army were single. 
In addition the report pointed out that 
job reinstatement laws of other countries 
Seemed more explicit than those of the 
United States. Most countries assure the 
veteran the same rights that would have 
been his had he stayed on the job and not 
entered the service, the report states. 

Mr. Baruch said that New Zealand pro- 
tects veterans against paying inflationary 
prices for homes, farms or businesses by 
absorbing the cost above “fair market 
value” through virtual grants. The United 
States he said, gives veterans the most 
liberal preference in Civil Service em- 
ployment. 
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The discharge programs of other coun- | 


tries are scaled to length of service and 
rank, Mr. Baruch asserts. Under the flat 
sum, mustering-out-pay of the United 
States, Americans released after rela- 
tively short periods of service fare pro- 
portionately better. Where lengthy pe- 
riods of service are involved, the dispar- 
ity between the United States and the 
other nations becomes greater. 

“The United States offers the widest 
educational and vocational training op- 
portunities,” the report stated citing a 
duration of one to four years.

Word has been received by Mrs. Lucile 
Brooke, of the death of her husband 
Comdr. George Magruder Brooke, who 
passed away last February in a Japanese 
prison camp. He was 47 years old. 

Commander Brooke died in Fukuoka prison, 
Honshu, Japan, where he had been taken from 
the Philippines in January, 1945. At the start 
of the war he was in command of the gun- 
boat USS Luzon in Manila harbor and was 
awarded the Navy Cross for his valiant duty 
in defense of the Philippines. He was cap- 
tured on Caballo island in April, 1942, after 
he had directed the dismantling of his ship's 
guns and proceeded ashore to fight until the 
Japs closed in 

First interned at Carbanatuan, Commander 
Brooke later, twice escaped death when the 
prison ships carrying him to Japan were dive- 
bombed by American planes. On one occa- 
sion, he and the other prisoners who survived 
swam one mile into Subic bay from their 
bombed vessel. 

A graduate of the Naval Academy in 1921 
Commander Brooke also is survived by two 
sons, Robert Dunbar 14, and George Richard, 
11, his mother, Mrs. George S. Brooke and 
three sisters. 


Lieut. Col. Joseph Nash, of the Army, 
and former associate professor of clinical 
surgery at the New York University Col- 
lege of Medicine, was killed in an aircraft 
accident over Germany on 8 Nov.

Radar Results Told 

a lone platoon of, American sig 
nalmen blacked out German radar de- 
fending the coasts of southern France 
and northwestern Italw during the crit- 
ical hours of the invasion was revealed 
this week by the War Department. 

The work was accomplished by a small 
force operating from a peak on the island 
of Corsica. For five months before 15 
Aug. 1944 — D-Day on the southern 
French coast—the little band, holed up in 
rocky caves with their equipment craft- 
ily camouflaged, studied the output of 
enemy radar installations lining the hos- 
tile coasts and devised a countermeas- 
ures program. 


How 


The information compiled by the sig- 
nalmen, which identified and _ located 
every enemy radar station in the area, 
was transmitted to the Twelfth Air 
Force and the Navy. American planes, 
guided by this accurate data, began three 
days before the invasion to bomb and 
strafe the German radar sites. Then at 
H minus seven and one-half hours the 
signalmen cut loose with a_ sustained 
jamming barrage. 

The Nazis knew the invasion was col 
ing and had made elaborate preparations 
to learn when and where. The signalme? 
had taken the full measure of the Ger- 
man radar defense. Up to D-Day, the sif- 
nalmen were on the receiving end of the 
radar battle. 

The group that earried out this opera 
tion was the First Signal Service Pla- 
toon (Special), consisting of three off- 
cers and 48 enlisted men. 

As the Allied troops advanced 
the southern French coast the Germal 
radar stations dropped out one by one 
They had ceased operations comp!etels 
by 2 September. On that date it was 
considered the mission was accomplished 
and equipment was disassembled.

seems to me that the question answers 
itself. When we agreed to have a con- 
tracted force—and we have so agreed— 
we must have meant that the contracted 
force should be handled totally different 
from the remainder of our National De- 
fense resources. When the Senate voted 
on the Charter last July it must have 
meant to discriminate between those 
forces and the general national defense 
forces of the country.” 

Senator Connally, Chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Commfttee, expressed 
agreement with Senator Vandenberg. He 
pointed out that the Charter provides that 
special military agreements with respect 
to the number, kind and quota of troops 
or other armed forces are to be made be- 
tween the Security Council and the indi- 
vidual governments. It was presupposed 
that such forces would be something less 
than the full armed might of the Nation. 
“Why,” he asked, “would there be a spe- 
cial agreement unless it were to make 
available to the Security Council the so- 
called police forces? There is as much 
difference between the regular police 
force of this city and the force which 
might become necessary in an emergency, 
when a writ of posse comitatus might be 
issued, calling to arms every male citizen 
of the District of Columbia.” 

Carrying out the plans they so gen- 
erally outlined, it was apparent from the 
debate that the Senate proposes to see 
that irrespective of the forces assigned 
to the United Nations, we shall be kept 
strong to repel attack. Senator Connally 
declared that until we get something 
which absolutely guarantees peace, “we 
have got to maintain a Navy sufficiently 
strong to command the seas. While we 


shall not need an Army comparatively 
so large as the Navy, I favor main- 
taining an adequate military force. 


*** This world is in such a state of tur- 
moil and we are wandering about with so 
many problems and so many difficult situ- 
ations, that I am not in favor of disarm- 
ing.” Significantly, Senator Fullbright, a 
peace advocate, joined with Mr. Connally 
in insisting that we shall remain strong 
and that in any case there must not be 
repeated the course followed after the 
Washington Convention when the Navy 
sank so many of its ships. Obviously a 
factor which will decide the size and 
character of the forces we will maintain 
is the atomic bomb, which figured largely 
in the debate. 





Swatch From Corregidor Flag 

A piece of the American flag destroyed 
when U. S. Army forces surrendered Cor- 
regidor to the Japanese in 1942 has been 
delivered to Secretary of War Patterson 


by Col. Delbert Ausmus, who kept the 
fragment safely hidden during three 
years as a prisoner of war. 

Captured with the garrison at Fort 


Mills, Philippine Islands, Colonel Ausmus 
was moved to Bilibid Prison, Manila, 
after the surrender. While hospitalized 
there he met Col. Paul D. Bunker, who 
was suffering from infection of the feet 
and blood poisoning in one leg. Colonel 
Bunker told him that on the date of the 
surrender he had received orders to take 
down the American flag and burn it. He 
followed the orders, but before burning 
the colors took a small piece which he 
intended to bring back to the Secretary 
of War. 

Swearing him to secrecy, Colonel Bunk- 
er gave Colonel Ausmus a part of the 
fragment. In March, 1943, Colonel 
Bunker died at Karenko, Taiwan, and 
his body was cremated. Colonel Ausmus 
Said he believes the piece of flag that 
Colonel Bunker kept on his person was 
destroyed at that time. 

The fragment which Colonel Ausmus 
Was given was kept sewed under a patch 
on the cuff of a cotton tan shirt which he 
Was able to keep throughout the period 
of his imprisonment. On several occa- 





Sions the shirt and all his possessions 


Were examined by the Japanese, without 
the piece of flag being discovered. On 9 
Noy. 1945, Colonel Ausmus delivered it to 
Mr. Patterson.

Army-Navy Football Game 

The travel of out-of-town spectators to 
Philadelphia for the annual Army-Navy

Navy Unification Plan 
(Continued from First Page) 
other war budgets in the Bureau of the 
Budget was not as thorough and detailed as 
it might have been. 

For the future and particularly 
discoveries in the field of atomic energy, the 
Navy believes that an over-all, rather than 
a piecemeal, national security plan should be 
evolved to remedy not only past deficiencies, 


in view of 


but also to provide for the foreseeable fu- 
ture, with particular emphasis on: 
(a) The integration of all elements of na- 


tional security; 

(b) A central 
agency; and 

(c) A central intelligence service. 

Consequently, the Navy Department ad- 
vocates that a really broad foundation for na- 
tional security be established, as follows: 

(1) A permanent National Security Council 
with a permanent secretariat should be es- 
tablished as an integral part of our govern- 
ment. It should consist of the President as 
Chairman, the Secretaries of State and the 
Military Departments, and the Chairman of 
the National Resources Board. The Security 
Council will coordinate all foreign and mili- 
tary policies and in time of war will advise 
the President as Commander in Chief. This 
council will also review and determine the se- 
curity program and budget for submission 
to the Congress. 

(2) There should be provided a permanent 
Joint Chiefs of Staff to consist of the Chief 
of Staff to the President, the Chief of Staff 
of the Army, the Commanding General of 
the Army Air Forces, and two officers of the 
Navy, one to be a Naval aviator. Such Joint 
Chiefs of Staff will establish unified com-

The subordi- 
agencies of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
be strengthened and established on 





a permanent full-time basis. 

(3) The National Security Council should 
be assisted by (a) a central research agency, 
and (b) a central intelligence agency, both to 
serve all departments of the Government. 

(4) A permanent National Resources Board 
should be established to make policy deci- 
sions with respect to the mobilization of ma- 
terial resources, productive capacity and 
manpower. A permanent Military Munitions 
Board (a joint agency), reporting to the Na- 
tional Resources Board, will be responsible 
for the elimination of duplications in procure- 
ment and supply. 

(5) The Army Air Forces, with particular 
reference to their strategic functions, should 
be autonomous, Whether that can be accom- 
plished only by splitting the War Depart- 
ment and establishing a separate department, 
is a matter for Congress to decide. A single 
military department should not be forced 
upon the country to establish autonomy for 


the Army Air Forces. 
(6) The Navy must be continued as an in- 
tegrated service not only with its own air 


forces (including such shore-based elements 
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as are required for design, training, recon- 
naissance at sea and anti-submarine warfare) 
but also with its Marine Corps and related 
amphibious components, This requires that 
the Navy Department continue to be repre- 
sented in the Cabinet by a civilian Secretary 
with direct access to the President. 

This program deals with the basic elements 
of national security. It also preserves the in- 
tegrity of each of the Armed Services and 
provides for the: 

(a) Unified strategical direction of the serv- 
ices, both in Washington and in the field; 

(b) Effective coordination of procurement; 
and, 

(c) For integration of budgets for national 
security. 

Rear Adm. Forrest P. Sherman, USN, 
told the committee yesterday that he con- 
siders a merger on the basis advocated 
by the War Department would be a mis- 
take.

Financial Digest 


Output of factories and mines con- 
tinued to decline in October reflecting a 
further curtailment in munitions activity 
and reduced production as a result of in- 
dustrial disputes in some industries. The 
first half of November output in such 
basic industries as coal, coke, petroleum, 
iron and steel, and automobiles was 
above the October level, according to the 
Federal Reserve Bulletin. 

Meanwhile activity in the machinery 
and transportation equipment industries 
showed only small declines in October in 
contrast to the sharp reductions in recent 
months when most of the war produe- 
tion in these lines had been terminated. 
Activity at automobile factories rose sub- 
stantially in October and there were also 
important increases in output of civilian 
products in other reconverted factories. 

Output of nondurable goods as a group 
was maintained in October. Further re- 
ductions in output of explosives and avia- 
tion gasoline and other products used for 
war purposes were offset by increases in 
output of many peacetime products. 

On the labor front employment in muni- 
tions industries and in Federal war 
agencies declined further in October, 
while in most establishments engaged in 
civilian activities employment increased. 
Employment at automobile factories gain- 
ed about 10 per cent in October, and 
there were important increases in some 
other manufacturing lines, in construc- 
tion, and in the trade and service indus- 
tries. Employment in coal mines dropped 
temporarily as a result of work stop- 
pages. 

Wholesale prices of farm products and 
foods continued to advance from the 
middle of October to the middle of No- 
vember and reached the previous peak 
levels prevailing in June. Prices of cot- 
ton, grains, and various other products 
were above June levels, while prices of 
fresh fruits and vegetables were below 
the earlier seasonal peaks. Maximum 
prices for cotton goods, building mate- 
rials. and various other industrial prod- 
ucts were raised somewhat further, 
while in certain other cases, like nylon 
hosiery, reductions in maximum prices 
were announced. 

Since the end of hostilities the rate of 
monetary expansion has slackened, re- 
flecting reduced Government expendi- 
tures. Government war loan accounts at 
member banks of the Federal Reserve 
System in leading cities were reduced 5.1 
billion dollars between 15 August and 14 
November, compared with a decline of 
7.8 billion in the same period last year. 
Adjusted demand deposits at these banks 
increased 2.1 billion in the three months, 
compared with 4.5 billion last year. The 
growth in time deposits was only slight- 
ly less than in the same period a year ago. 
Currency in circulation has also grown at 
a much slower rate; during the past 
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three months the increase was less than 
half that of the same period last year. 

With reduced expansion in member 
bank required reserves in currency, Re- 
serve Bank credit has increased more 
slowly than in previous interdrive pe- 
riods. A part of the increase has been 
in advances to member banks. Member 
bank excess reserves have increased 
somewhat and at 1.2 billion dollars are 
larger than usual at this stage of war 
loan drives. 

Commercial loans at reporting banks, 
both those in New York City and outside, 
have increased a somewhat more than 
the usual seasonal amount. 


Benefits for 40,000 WAAC’s 


The War Department has asked Con- 
gress to extend the reemployment benefits 
of existing law to former members of the 
WAAC auxiliary who within 90 days 
after termination of their service entered 
the WAC by enlistment or appointment 
without having accepted a position, other 
than temporary. 

In support of the proposed legislation, 
Secretary of War Robert P. Patterson 
stated: 

“By joining the WAC after termina- 
tion of their service with the auxiliary 
corps, these women in fact did enter mili- 
tary training and service and became 
members of the military class. It is be- 
lieved that, like other military classes, 
they are entitled to reemployment rights, 
and that the failure to accord such bene- 
fits to these women who reentered service 
within a reasonable period, i.e. ninety 
days, was an oversight which should be 
corrected. Women who left civilian posi- 
tions, other than temporary positions, 
following service in the auxiliary corps to 
serve in the WAC are granted reemploy- 
ment rights as to such positions by exist- 
ing law and hence are not covered by the 
draft bill.” 


Federal Job:For USMC General 


To authorize the President to appoint 
Maj. Gen. Graves B. Erskine, USMC, to 
the office of Retraining and Reemploy- 
ment Administrator, without affecting his 
service status and perquisites, Senator 
Barkley, Ky., has introduced 8.1590. 

By the provisions of the bill the regular 
pay and allowances of an active duty of- 
ficer would accrue to General Erskine, 
plus any excess in salary that would go 
with his position in the Department of 
Labor of the United States. The latter 
amount would be paid by that Depart- 
ment and the Marine Corps would be re- 
imbursed by the Department for the pay 
and allowances paid to him by the Marine 
Corps. 


Steps to reopen Frankfurt University for 
instruction before 1 January, 1946, were an- 
nounced recently by the Education Section 
of the Office of Military Government (U. 8. 
Zone). 





Merchant Marine 


Awards made by the Merchant Marine 
Decorations and Medals Board through- 
out the country during October included 
three Distinguished Service Medals and 
eight Meritorious Service Medals, the 
Maritime Commission announced this 
week. 

Mariner’s Medals were presented to 58 
seamen who have sustained injuries and 
to the next-of-kin of 162 seamen. Includ- 
ed in this group were men from 36 states 
and the District of Columbia and among 
the recipients were two mothers, each of 
whom has lost two sons in the Merchant 
Marine. 

The first offering of cargo vessels in 
excess of 1,000 tons for sale as surplus 
was announced this week by the United 
States Maritime Commission. The ves- 
sels, the Commission states, are particu- 
larly suitable for coastwise, intercoastal 
and island trade. Sealed bids will be 
opened on the ships on 19 December at 
the Commission offices at Washington, 
D.C. 

Bidding will not be limited to United 
States citizens. However, bids submit- 
ted in behalf of persons, firms, corpora- 
tions and others included in the Pro- 
claimed List of certain Blocked Nationals 
or bids under $407,500 will not be con- 
sidered. 

The United States Maritime Commis- 

sion this week announced the selection 
of Beaumont, Texas, as a site for the Re- 
serve Fleet storage of surplus warbuilt 
merchant ships. 
, The Commission will enter into a con- 
tract with the Pennsylvania Shipyards, 
Ine., of Beaumont, for acquisition of land, 
the preparation of site facilities and oth- 
er details. The yard has been in opera- 
tion since 1922. 

The shipyard will prepare the ships 
for the layup and the contract will cover 
custody and security of the vessels when 
placed in the inactive fleet. 

New and used surplus marine property 
disposals during the month of October 
amounted to $1,216,318 or 47 per cent of 
the reported cost to the Government of 
$2,591,325, the Contract Settlement and 
Surplus Materiais Division of the United 
States Maritime Commission ‘announced 
this week. 

The largest single class of items sold 
were gas and diesel marine engines and 
spare parts. Reported cost to the Govern- 
ment was $1,749,782 and returns there- 
from were $944,903 resulting in a high 
recovery rate of 54%. 

Plans for the sale or lease of a second 
war-built Government-owned shipyard, 
the Hooker's Point plant of McCloskey 
and Company, Tampa, Florida, were an- 
nounced by the Maritime Commission 
this week. 

Completely equipped for construction 
of both steel and concrete vessels, the 
shipyard property offered for sale or lease 
includes, land, structures, improvements, 
facilities, equipment and material on 
hand.

Jap Air Arm Erred 


Japanese air power had neither the 
strength to stop a total mobilization of 
the United States nor was it sufficiently 
effective to prevent the United States 
from replacing its Pearl Harbor losses, 
General of the Army H. H. Arnold, Com- 
manding General, Army Air Forces de. 
clared this week. 

General Arnold revealed that had the 
Japanese realized that the American fleet 
should have only been an initial objective 
for their air power and that the indus- 
trial centers of the United States were 
far more menacing to their operations in 
the Pacific, they would have used their 
air power against these industrial cen- 
ters until complete destruction was ac- 
complished or they would have made an 
entirely different decision as to the 
wisdom of starting a war. 

The General’s statements were made 
before a meeting of the National Geo- 
graphic Society in Washington, D. (. on 
16 Nov. 

The Army Air Chief pointed out that 
air power is flexible in its use. He stated 
that it can affect seriously and immedi- 
ately the total offensive and defensive 
‘“apabilities of armies and navies and can 
be highly selective in the process. He 
said that in Japan our Air Force de- 
stroyed cities, industries, and communica- 
tions, and denied the Japanese the sup- 
plies so essential for the conduct of war 
by mining harbors and channels. Finally, 
General Arnold said, Japan sued for 
peace with an undefeated Army of over 
3,000,000 men still in the field. 


Americal Div. Back 


Advance elements of the Southwest 
Pacific battle-scarred Americal Division 
docked in Seattle, Wash., this week to be- 
gin the process of inactivation. 

Veteran of Guadalcanal, Bougainville, 
Cebu and other bitter campaigns, the 
division was the first Army Ground 
Forces unit to conduct an _ offensive 
against the enemy in any combat theater. 

In the course of its turbulent existence 
the Americal Division has been com- 
manded by Lt. Gen. Alexander M. Patch, 
May 1942 to December 1942; Brig. Gen. 
Edmund B. Sebree, January 1943 to May 
1943 ; Maj. Gen. John R. Hodge, May 1943 
to March 1944; Maj. Gen. Robert B. Me- 
Clure, April 1944 to October 1944. Maj 
Gen. William H. Arnold assumed com- 
mand in November 1944. 


Navy Warning on Hazing 

The Navy Department hag issued the 
following directive relative to the hazing 
of personnel crossing the equator for the 
first time: 

“In view of reported injuries and fatalities 
resulting from pranks in connection with 
crossing the line ceremonies Commanding 
Officers will hereafter be held strictly a 
countable for those ceremonies and similar 
hazing within Command on any occasion. 

“Symbolism may be retained but degrading 
and potentially dangerous practices including 
many antics heretofore tolerated will be dis 
continued forthwith.” 


Transportation Changes 

Round-trip furlough fare tickets issued 
by carriers on War Department transpor- 
tation requests in cases where enlisted 
personnel without means have been 
granted furloughs must, if unused or 
partly unused, be turned in to passenger 
traffic office of issuing carrier for refund 
by the enlisted person concerned. 

As set forth in previous regulations the 
full cost of the ticket is charged against 
the individual concerned even if it is ul- 
used in whole or in part. The change noted 
above is in Change 15 to AR 55-120. 


According to Australian Government fig- 
ures, supplies, services and facilities valued 
at $835,044,000 have been furnished United 
States Forces as reverse Lend-Lease to 3 
June 1945. Lend-Lease exports during the 
same period, according to the Foreign Eco 
nomic Administration, amounted to $1,154- 
000,000. 
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Must Keep Secret Of Bomb 


Maj. Gen. Leslie R. Groves, who headed 
the Manhattan engineers project of the 
War Department, this week told a Senate 
Committee that only by keeping the secret 
of the atomic bomb and continuing to 
produce bombs to have them ready for 
instant use can the United States protect 
itself against this new weapon. 

At the same time General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur in a statement from Tokyo Head- 
quarters asserted that he was merely 
obeying orders from a higher authority 
in destroying Japan’s cyclotrons. Amer- 
ican scientists who developed the atcm 
bomb had earlier denounced the destruc- 
tion of Japan’s cyclotrons as “a crime 
against mankind.” 

In making his statement before the 
Special Senate Committee on Atomic 
Energy, General Groves revealed that his 
organization is making the bombs at the 
present time. He said production could be 
continued on a peacetime basis by ap- 
proximately 35,000 workers at a cost of 
about 500 million dollars a year. 

He warned that a system of interna- 
tional police to carry on inspections to 
prevent secret manufacture of atomic 
bombs would be useless unless the United 
States is willing to: 

1. Submit to inspection at any time of 
all of its industries and the homes and 
persons of its citizens. 

2. Launch immediate offensive warfare 
against any nation which locked a fac- 
tory door, and 

8. Risk theft of all of its industrial and 
commercial secrets by foreign competi- 
tors. 

In addition General Groves recom- 
mended that the United States must con- 
tinue in operation “everything necessary 
to keep enough bombs on hand until some- 
body makes up his mind what we are go- 
ing to do about it.” 

Asserting that a Japanese officer de- 
scribed the effect of the bomb as unendur- 
able, General Groves revealed that the 
Japanese had no intention of quitting be- 
fore the atomic bomb was dropped. The 
people on the beaches, he said, were deter- 
mined to stay in their caves and die there 
and take as many Americans with them 
as possible. 

“But the atomic bomb created fear 
throughout Japan that was indescrib- 
able,” he said. “It was propaganda they 
could understand. And it was a face saver 
for the Japanese government to get out 
of the war.” 

Another witness Alexander Sachs, 
economist and presidential adviser, 
named by President Roosevelt as unoffi- 
cial historian of the atomic bomb, told the 
Committee much of the historical back- 
ground of the bomb’s development. The 
incredible chain of events which wound 
up with a blast over Hiroshima and gave 
America undisputed title to No. 1 World 
Power, began in August, 1939 when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was handed a letter from 
Prof. Einstein. The latter stated, Sachs 
Said, he suspected uranium could be 
turned into a new source of energy, and 
recommended that American  experi- 
mental work be speeded up and discussion 
take place on sources of uranium. 


Service Tax Revisions 

Designed to reduce personal income 
taxes as rapidly as possible now that the 
war is over, President Truman has signed 
the -ew Tax bill including adjustments 
for vice men. 

Complete text of the Service provisions 
of the new law are as follows: 

rt IV—Veterans’ and Servicemen’s

See. ‘41. Additional Allowance for Military 
and “aval Personnel. 

(a) In General.—Section 22 (b) (13) (relat- 
ing the exclusion from gross income for 
mil y and naval personnel) is amended to 
rear) as follows:

(b) Taxable Years to Which Applicable—

with respect to taxable years beginning after 
December 31, 1940. 

(c) Credits or Refunds for 1941 and 1942.—

ginning after December 31, 1940, and before 
January 1, 1943, is otherwise prevented by the 
operation of any law or rule of law (other 
than section 3761, relating to compromises), 
a credit or refund of the overpayment of such 
tax to the extent that the overpayment is at- 
tributable to the enactment of this section 
may, nevertheless, be allowed or made if a 
claim therefor is filed before January 1, 1947. 
Sec. 142. Deferment of Certain Taxes of Vet- 
erans and Servicemen. 

(a) In General.—Chapter 38 (miscellaneous 
provisions) is amended by inserting at the 
end thereof a new section reading as follows: 
“Sec. 3808. Deferment of Tax Attributable to 
Service Pay for Commissioned Service and of 
Tax Attributable to Pre-Service Earned In- 
come, 

“(a) Definitions.—As used in this section— 

“(1) Tax attributable to service pay.—The 
term ‘tax attributable to service pay’ means— 

“(A) in the case of a war year for which 
the taxpayer had no gross income other than 
compensation for active service as a member 
of the military or naval forces of the United 
States, the tax imposed under chapter 1 for 
such year; or 

“(B) in the case of a war year for which 
the taxpayer had gross income in addition 
to compensation for active service as a mem- 
ber of the military or naval forces of the 
United States, the excess of the tax imposed 
under chapter 1 for such year over the tax 
that would have been imposed if such com- 
pensation had been excluded from gross in- 
come; except that in the case of a commis- 
sioned officer (or a commissioned warrant of- 
ficer) of the regular component of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast Guard, such 
term shall not apply to any war year unless, 
at the time prescribed for the payment of 
the tax under chapter 1 for such year, a period 
of time was being disregarded under section 
3804. 

“(2) War year.—The term ‘war year’— 

“(A) when used with respect to the tax at- 
tributable to service pay means any taxable 
year beginning after December 31, 1939, and 
before January 1, 1947; and 

“(B) when used with respect to the tax at- 
tributable to pre-service earned income means 
any taxable year beginning after December 
31, 1939, but before January 1, 1942, and be- 
fore the taxpayer entered upon active service 
as a member of the military or naval forces 
of the United States, but does not include any 
year unless part of the tax imposed by chapter 
1 for such year became due and payable after 
the taxpayer entered upon such active service. 

“(3) Tax attributable to pre-service earned 
income.—The term ‘tax attributable to pre- 
service earned income’ means the excess of 
the tax imposed by chapter 1 for any war 
year over the tax that would have been im- 
posed for such year if there had been excluded 
from the net income for such year the amount 
of the earned net income (as such term was 
defined in section 25 (a) (4) as in force with 
respect to such year, except that in computing 
such earned net income, compensation for 
active sercive in such forces shall be disre- 
garded). 

“(4) First installment date.—The term ‘first 
installment date’ means May 15, 1946, in the 
case of taxpayers released from active duty 
in the military or naval forces of the United 
States prior to December 1, 1945; and in other 
eases June 15, 1947, or the fifteenth day of 
the sixth month which begins after the date 
of the taxpayer’s release from active duty in 
such forces, whichever is the earlier; except 
that, if the first installment date with respect 
to any war year would otherwise occur earlier 
than the fifteenth day of the third month 
following the close of such year, the first 
installment date with respect to such year 
shall be the fifteenth day of such third month. 

“(b) Extension of Time for Payment.—Up- 
on application with respect to any war year, 
made prior to the first installment date, and 
under regulations prescribed by the Commis- 
sioner with the approval of the Secretary— 

“(1) the time for payment of an amount of 
the tax under chapter 1 for such year which 
is equal to the tax attributable to service pay 
for such year and which has not been paid 
before the filing of such application; and 

“(2) the time for the payment of an amount 
of the tax under chapter 1 for such year which 
is equal to the tax attributable to pre-service 
earned income for such year and which has 
not been paid before the filing of such ap- 
plication, shall, in lieu of the time otherwise 
applicable, be as follows: one-twelfth thereof 
on the first installment date and an addi- 
tional twelfth thereof every three months 
thereafter until such tax is paid. 

“(c) Suspension of Period of Limitation.— 
The running of the period of limitation pro- 
vided in section 276 (c) (relating to the col- 
lection of the tax after assessment) in respect 











of any tax the time for the payment of which 
is prescribed under subsection (b), shall be 
suspended for the period beginning with the 
date of the filing of the application under such 
subsection and ending six months after the 
date prescribed therein for the payment of the 
last installment of such tax. 

“(d) Estimated Tax.—If the taxpayer is 
eligible for the benefits of subsection (b) with 
respect to any war year— 

“(1) for the purposes of the application of 
section 58 with respect to such year, com- 
pensation for active service as a member of 
the military or naval forces of the United 
States may be disregarded in determining the 
gross income reasonably expected for such 
year, and in determining the estimated tax 
for such year; and 

“(2) for the purposes of section 294 (d) the 
tax for such year shall be determined as if 
such compensation were excluded from gross 
income, 

This subsection shall not apply with respect 
to a taxpayer for any war year who at the 
time prescribed for making the declaration of 
estimated tax for such year is a commissioned 
officer (or a commissioned warrant officer) of 
the regular component of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, or Coast Guard.” 

(b) Refund of Interest Paid.—Any interest 
paid prior to the date of the enactment of 
this Act with respect to tax attributable to 
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service pay for any war year, or with respect 
to tax attributable to pre-service earned in- 
come for any war year, shall be credited or 
refunded if claim therefor is filed with the 
Commissioner prior to January 1, 1947.
